Edmonton, <Alta., August 15.— 
Roused by recent discoveries of rich 
undeveloped mineral, asphalt, gas and 
oil resources in various parts of the 
western provinces, seores of  pros- 
pectors and experts known in) many 
camps throughout the United States 
and Canada and Mexico, are making 
exhaustive searches in the Peace 
River country and other northern 
districts. Central and Southern Al- 
berta are also being prospected as 
never before. 

The dominion and provincial gov- 
ernments have their experts in the 
tield, and even some of the northern 
Indians and half-breeds, who usually 
contine their operations to trapping 
furs, which is no mean industry 
when it is recalled that) pure black 
fox whelps bring as bigh as $10,000 
a pair in this and outside markets, 
are using the piek, pan and drill to 
uncover wealth hidden in the hills, 


canyons and river beds all over the 
West. 

Several hundred thousand tons of 
provisions and supplies, including 


mining, drilling and sawmill outfits. 
have been shipped from Hdmonton to 
the outposts of civilization during 
the last 90 days and = much = more 
equipment will be forwarded by  riv- 
er scows and pack trains before the 
close of the season. Seventeen par- 
ties are prospecting in the Canadian 
Rockies, west of Edmonton, but 
most of the work at pxesent is being 
carried on in the north country. 

William) Gordon, apioneer of the 
Fort MeMurray distriet, said) in Md- 
monton today that prominent = Eeng- 
lish and Ameriean financial houses 
are backing several of the prospect- 
ing parties. 


Shall The Professional] = 
Live Stock Showman 
Be Barred 


(Edmonton Homestead) 


The attention of the editor of the 
Homestead has been brought to the 
case of several professional showmen, 
who are not breeders, yet annually 
“make the fair circuits of the west,’ 
skimming off the bulk of the prize 
moneys in those classes usually not 
well filled, or at least poorly repre- 
sented. One man in particular shows 
several classes of live stock and 
several breeds of each class, every 
year carrying off the bulk of — the 
premiums in most of the sheep and 
hog classes at our western fairs, 
though his stuff is unheard of at the 
large fairs of the east, and is never 
of enough importance to warrant 
showing at the Chicago Internation- 
al where several of the leading On- 
tario breeders and importers com- 
pete against the world. Ordinarily, 
we are not in favor of asking ‘pro- 
tection’ from ‘‘big breeders” for 
home breeders, though it would seem 
that some exception might be made 
in a case of this kind. Home flocks 
of sheep and herds of | swine are 
hardly in a position as yet to com 
pete with a professional showman 
who does not breed his” exhibits, 
merely buying up fair to good speci- 
mens and putting a high finish on 
them to win over the best of the 
home bred stuff that shown in 
breeding condition. Tt is more than 
likely that a winter show will be 
held at Edmonton this winter to 
follow the Calgary show. Later, 
as the winter buildings are complet- 
ed, winter shows will) be held at 
Regina, Saskatoon and other exhibi- 
tions. When such a string of winter 
Fat Stock Shows are established — it 
will be possible for the show man- 
agements to draw the line and eom- 
pel over-conditioned stuff to be shown 
in classes where it) will meet) compe- 
tition from animals fitted for the 
same purpose. No breeder who has 
to depend upon one herd for both 
show ring and breeding work — is 
going to condition it for competition

Steps have been taken by the In- 
land Revenue Department to have 
standards for a variety of articles of 
food, including fruit and fruit 
ducts and canned fruits, vegetables, 
honey and Jard, properly defined. 
These preeautions have been embod- 
ied in a series of regulations approv- 
ed by the Governor General in Coun- 
cil. The advantage to the general 
public of Canada is clearly shown by 
the scope and demands of some of 
the regulations. Concerning canned 
fruit, the regulation states: ‘‘Can- 
ned fruit is the sound product made 
hy sterilizing clean, sound, properly 
natured and prepared fresh fruit, by 
heating with or without sugar, and 
keeping in suitable, clean, herrmeti- 
cally sealed containers ; and eon- 
‘forms in name to the fruit used in 
its preparation.” 

JAMS AND MARMALADE. 

The definitions of jam and marma- 
lade state that they are the sound 
product made from elean, sound, 
properly matured and prepared fresh 
frnit, a fruit pulp or sugar with or 
without spices or vinegar ; by boil- 
ing toa semi-solid consistence ; and 


conform in name to the fruit used 
in their preparation. 

It is further stated :— 

10. When jam, marmalade, fruit 
butter, or jelly contains other fruit 
or fruit juice than that which gives 
its special name to the article, the 
fact of the presence of such — other 
fruit: shall be stated upon the Jabel, 
in lettering as large and as distinct 
as that used in naming the — fruit 
principally present.

Synopsis 


Any. person who is the sole head . 
of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. : 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader, 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, solely owned and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good gtanding may preempt a 


quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 
Duties.—Must reside upon the 


homestead or pre-emption six months 
in cach o: six years from date of 
homestead entry (including ‘the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 
A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot. ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
tricts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each of A 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

WILL CONVERT STRAW 
INTO USEFUL FUEL 


A Regina Man Claims to Have Dis- 
Covered a Process for the Manu- 
facture of Briquettes 


Professor Andrews, of Regina, bids 
fair to go down to posterity as one 
of the most practical and far-reaching 
benefactors of the Western Country. 
In Saskatchewan, Alberta and Mani- 
toba millions of dollars’ worth of 
straw is annually burned out of the 
way, in the same manner, and for 
the same reason that in the pioneer 
days of the eastern provinces mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of magnificent 
timber were destroyed for want of 
a market. 

If Professor Andrews’ invention for 
turning this straw into little fuel 
briquettes proves to be what he-claims 
it is, a ‘problem which has vexed the 
soul of the Western farmer for many 
years has been satisfactorily solved; 
and waste has been turned into value 
in the most remarkably beneficial man- 
ner. 

The first briquette, Professor An- 
drews has producd, is very small— 
not much bigger than a crown piece. 
It is black, and as far as appearance 
goes might be made out of coal dust. 
The farmer if he has power on his 
farm can make the briquettes himself. 
He can drive his threshing machine, 
and make briquettos at the same time. 

The Doctor claims that the cost {s 
small, and that the equivalent of eighty 
tons of anthracite, or 160 tons of Sas- 
katchewan Iignite coal, can be obtained 
from an average orop of straw grown 
on a half section of 320 acres. Ten 
tons of this would warm the farmer's 
house, but he would be saved the 
trouble and expense of hauling it from 
town. The surplus of the briquettes 
would beavailable for sale In the towns 
which also would get cheap fuel in- 
stead of dear fuel as at present. 

If Professor Andrews’ briquette {s 
what he caims for !t, he has added 
millions annually to the wealth of the 
prairie country; and, as patents go in 
this commercial age, he should tnol- 
dentally make a few millions for him- 
self, for he will have done one of the 
biggest things and solved one of the 
knottiest of problems.

early future. The people of Wallace 
Municipality have by good majorities 
endorsed the by-laws submitted by 
their council under the provisions of 
the Good Roads Act and the High- 
ways Improvement Act. 

The carrying of this important, 
and, in the West, comparatively un- 
tried measure of road construction is 
due in a large degree to the frank, 
clear educational campaign carried 
on by Reeve Ivens and the council- 
lors, backed by those citizens who 
take a public spirited interest in the 
larger issues of municipal affairs. 

The ratepayers were presented by 
the Reeve with a very lucid synop- 
sis of the ‘Manitoba Good Roads 
Act” from which anyone interested 
could get a clear idea of the Gov- 
ernment standard for good roads 
and its methods of helping munici- 
palities in their construction,  Fol- 
lowing this very necessary informa- 
tion were the plans of the couneil for 
construction, maintenance and finan- 
cing, as below : 

(1) “It is proposed to build about 
(35 miles of main highway as defined 
by and under the Highway Improve- 
ment Act. This will form part of a 
great main road across the province 
which has already been begun — by 
some municipalities lying immediate- 
ly west of Winnipeg. In Wallace 
this road will be cleared of all brush 
the full width of the road allowance, 
graded 18 feet wide on top, and 
gravelled at the rate of 1,000 cubic 
yards per mile. All wooden bridges 
and culverts will be replaced by con- 
crete. The cost has been eatimated 
by a government engineer to be 
$76,000.) The provincial government 
will contribute two-thirds of | this 
amount, or about $51,000. The mani- 
cipality will pay the other third, 
$25,000, which it is | proposed — to 
raise by 30 year debentures guaran- 
teed by the Government. The amount 
required annually to pay — principal

Hon. R. Rogers Says Bankers 
Are Too Pessimistic 


Up to These Institutions to See 
Western Farmers Get Cheap Money 


Prince Albert, Aug. 14.— Hon. 
Robt. Rogers, at the conclusion of 
his address here last night, spoke of 
the recently enacted bank legisla- 
tion. Referring to the responsibility 
now placed on banks he said that 
during the last few months these 
financial institutions have shown 
themselves to be exceedingly mer- 
curial. Sometimes they were optim- 
istic, sometimes they were pessimis- 
tie. During the past few months 
they had been too pessimistic. 

“T cannot sce why the banks 
should take such a pessimistic view 
of our position when today we are 
reaping the most profitable crop that 
Canada has ever known. The respon- 
sibility will) rest upon the banking 
institutions to see that the farmers 
get suflicient money to take care of 
this great ‘crop so that it may be 
marketed in the most fair and econ- 
omical manner.”’
